“We had only walked a short distance 
when we realised our dogs had dropped 
their ball somewhere, so I sent my son back 
to look for it. 

“Within seconds, my son came shouting 
for me to get back to the river, as the

Stepping stones had disappeared under a 
rapidly-incoming tide. Sure enough, he was 
right, and we had become stranded! 

“The river was rising very fast and as 
other people left quickly in their cars, there 
was just my car and another small white car 
left. 

“Panic set in. I was standing there 
feeling very vulnerable with my two 
children, aged 10 and seven, looking at me 
to fix the problem.” 

But help was at hand thanks to a man 
who had parked his car up at Merthyr 
Mawr. 

“Out of the blue, a gentleman said to me: 
‘Give me your car key. My car is parked 
over the bridge. I can drive around and try 


and save your car but it might take 15 
minutes’.” 

Tracey said: “Without hesitation, I 
handed over my key to a stranger and as he 
was about to walk away he said: ‘My name 
is Steve. Let me give you my mobile 
number, because I’m a stranger and you’re 
trusting me with your car key!’ 

“As he left, the minutes seemed to drag 
on as we watched the water rising up to the 
door of my car. My son started to cry and 
my daughter just gave up and sat in the 
mud.” 

But while Tracey was worried that her 
car was going to be swept down the river, 
other people were taking pictures of her 
predicament. 

“Throughout the ordeal, there were 
people with long lens cameras taking 
pictures of the cars in the water and of us in 
distress on the other side! I suppose to 
them this was all a joke - or maybe a way 
to make a few quid from selling the photos.

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BRIDGEND DRUGS 
FACTORY RAIDED 


POLICE in Bridgend have 
recovered approximately 
£20,000 worth of cannabis 
in a series of raids 
throughout the town and 
surrounding areas. 

Officers descended on Laing 
Street, Bridgend, on Thursday 
morning, August 3, and 
discovered a cannabis factory at 
the property. 

Drugs warrants were then 


executed at a number of other 
addresses in Pyle, Kenfig Hill, 
and Bridgend, which also led to 
the seizure of cannabis. 

Five men, four in their 20s and 
one aged 30, were arrested and 
taken into police custody. 

Detective Inspector Dean 
Taylor said: “We’ve seized a 
significant amount of class B 
drugs and made a number of 
arrests, thanks to information we 
have received from the 


community. 

“This was clearly an organised 
and co-ordinated drugs operation 
capable of a significant level of 
drugs supply in the area which we 
have no doubt disrupted.”

Pyle mother’s 
fraudulent 
benefit claim 


‘Teddy 

Jump’ 

for 

charity 


for £29,000 


A MOTHER of three who 
fraudulently obtained benefits 
of over £29,000, has escaped 
prison at Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ Sicluna. 

Natalie Howe, 28, was told by Judge 
Christopher Vosper QC: “You pleaded 
guilty at the first opportunity. 

“Immediate custody would be 
justified in this case, but because you 
co-operated with the authorities and 
have no previous convictions, prison 
can be avoided.” 

Howe, of Beech Road, Pyle, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of dishonestly 
obtaining benefits. 

She was sentenced to a community 
order for a year and directed to carry 
out 100 hours unpaid work and to pay 


costs of £250. Prosecutor Nuhu Gobir 
said Howe committed the offences 
between May 2013 and August 2016, 
fraudulently claiming a total of 
£29,646 to which she was not entitled 
for income support and housing 
benefit. 

She falsely claimed that at the time 
she was living alone, said Mr Gobir. 

Initially, he said, when interviewed 
by the authorities, she became abusive 
and walked out. 

Her counsel, Rosamund Rutter, said: 
“She is a full-time carer for a young 
family and there was no lavish 
lifestyle.” 

Ms Rutter said: “She intended to re¬ 
pay the overpayment and this is being 
recovered from benefit to which she is 
entitled.”

A trip to Lacock Abbey 
for the Southerndown WI

THE summer trip for Southerndown 
WI was a visit to the village of 
Lacock, with its Abbey. 

On the chosen day in August, the weather was 
thankfully better in Lacock than it was in 
Southerndown, with umbrellas remaining rolled 
up all day long! 

More than three-quarters of members were 
able to go on the trip, so there were more than 
enough people to try out every coffee shop, cafe 
and hostelry in the village, with notes being 
compared on the way home. 

Many of the streets looked familiar, because 
the village is frequently used as a film location 
and has appeared in many programmes such as 
Downton Abbey and the BBC adaptation of 
Pride and Prejudice, amongst others. 

There were numerous interesting independent 
shops selling local produce and crafts, and a 
pottery which was close to the lovely St Cyriac’s 
church. 

The trip included a tour of the Abbey, which 
originates from the 13th century. The well- 
preserved cloisters were featured in the Harry 
Potter films. 

The volunteers in the Abbey were friendly and 
knowledgeable, explaining how the building has 
changed over the centuries. 

William Henry Fox Talbot considered himself 
a poor artist and thought it must be possible to 


imprint natural images that would remain fixed 
on paper. 

His work led Lacock to become the birthplace 
of photography in Britain and we saw the 
window that was the subject of the image on the 
first negative he produced in 1835. 

The Fox Talbot museum now stands in the 
Abbey grounds and traces the history of 
photography from his first image to the use of 
the smart phone. 

With photographs taken, the group returned 
home after a very enjoyable day. 

The only disappointment was that Mr Darcy 
had left the village before they arrived!

14 at 7.15pm in the Church Hall in St Brides 
Major; all welcome.

‘Not just broken 
Tory promise, 
it’s a betrayal’

T he summer recess has 
come to mean one thing 
over the past seven 
years: more bad news for 
Wales from the Tories. This 
year was no exception. 

Many MPs had been looking 
forward to taking a little time out and 
to spend more time in their 
constituencies over the parliamentary 
recess. 

It seems the UK Government had 
decided that this was a good time to 
sneak out as much bad news as they 
could, to try to catch us on the back 
foot. 

In all, the Tories snuck out a 
whopping 22 written statements about 
various different issues, with one clear 
theme in common: bad news. 

Perhaps the most shocking 
statement was from Chris Grayling 
MP, Secretary of State for Transport, 
which notified us that the planned and 
widely-heralded rail electrification to 
Swansea had been scrapped. 

On countless occasions, both the 
previous Transport Secretary and the 
Secretary of State for Wales, Alun 
Cairns MP, have affirmed that this 
vital project would go ahead. 

This is not just a broken promise: it 
is a betrayal of our communities 
across south Wales. 

Alun Cairns said in 2015: “This 
project will transform the lives of 
people across south Wales by 
attracting investors, linking businesses 
to suppliers and connecting people to 
jobs”. 

I agreed with his comments about 
the project at the time, but I was 
always sceptical that they would 
follow through with such an 
ambitious development. 

It’s clear that, following their 
disastrous 2017 general election result 
up and down Wales, the UK 
Government is seeking to punish 
those areas which rejected their weak 
Prime Minister’s plans for the 
country, by stifling the economic 
opportunities this project would bring 
across south Wales. 

They have cancelled this plan to 
save money and to further prevent 



rural areas from becoming more 
economically prosperous. 

One thing the Tories didn’t 
consider when they snuck in this u- 
tum was their weak position as a 
Government. The 28 Welsh Labour 
MPs who were elected in June will 
not let them off the hook. 

We will ensure that the Transport 
Secretary is brought to the House of 
Commons to explain this disgraceful 
decision, following the parliamentary 
recess. 

I and my other Welsh Labour 
colleagues will not allow our 
communities to be treated this way.

^Good management’ 
avoids disappointed 
young footballers 


AUGUST is an 
exciting month for 
local youngsters 
who are looking 
forward to the 
new football 
season. 

Squads are 
assembled, training 
starts and friendly 
football matches are 
arranged. 

But we live in an 
ultra-competitive world, 
and sometimes players 
can move from one club 
to another, even in 
junior football. 

Sometimes 

youngsters miss out on 
playing for a particular 
team because they don’t 
meet the playing 
standard, or the number 
of youngsters exceeds 
the total allowed in a 
squad. 

It can lead to 
disappointed players 
and angry parents. 

Lee Saunders is well 
placed to address some 
of these issues. 

He has been involved 
in local football for 26 
years. Lee is an 
administrator in local 
mini-football and is also 
a coach with AFC 
Wolves, who play in the 
Barry and District 
League.

He said: “Mini 
football is not so much 
about competition. It is 
all about participation - 
playing, playing, 
playing. Football then 
gets competitive at 
junior level.” 

Junior football 
comprises teams from 
under 12s to under 16s. 

Squads of up to 20 
youngsters can be 
accommodated. A 
‘match day squad’ is 16 
players, and with five 
substitutions allowed, it 
means all the match day 
players might get a 
game. 

Lee said 

communicating with the 
parents was essential. 

“We create a family 
atmosphere - that 
includes the players and 
the parents. 

“This season we’ve 
got a squad of 19 
players. I’ve explained 
to the parents that there 
is a maximum of 16 
players in a match day 
squad. 


“We will be rotating 
players from the full 
squad to make sure all 
of the lads get a fair 
crack of the whip.” 

Over the years, Lee 
has worked with the 
same players, and 
avoided a big turnover 
with lots of players 
leaving and new ones 
arriving. From time to 
time he loses players to 
other sporting fixtures. 


such as a rugby match, 
and that’s where a 
squad of up to 20 
players is a help. 

He said: “The last 
thing you want is to be 
left with a squad of just 
11 .” 

If things are well 
managed on a long-term 
basis, Lee believes it 
can avoid youngsters 
being disappointed 
because they’ve missed 
out on either playing or 
a club’s full squad for 
the season.

‘Full investigation 
required into health 
board contracts’ 


“THE scandal into 
the awarding of 
potentially unlawful 
contracts by 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board must not be 
brushed under the 
carpet,” South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has said. 

Mr Davies made the 
comments after raising 
the issue at First 
Minister’s Questions, 
claiming that health 
board staff and users 
would have little 
confidence in Carwyn 
Jones’ response. 

The health board paid 
consultants £1,000 a day, 
plus expenses, a decision 
criticised for “numerous 
and significant failings” 
by the Auditor General 
for Wales. 

The news emerged on 
the same day that over 
70 doctors and nurses 
were ordered to pay 
£68,000 in parking fines 
at the University 
Hospital of Wales. 

Mr Davies said: “This 
is one of the most 
damning reports I have 
seen in my 10 years as 
an Assembly Member - 
and with the health 
board in special 
measures there are 
clearly questions for the 
Welsh Government to 
answer. 

“Carwyn Jones 
attempted to deflect 


blame - saying the 
questions were for the 
Health Board to answer 
- but this is not good 
enough. 

In response to The 
GEM, a Welsh 
Government 
spokesperson said: “The 
Chief Executive of the 
NHS in Wales has 
written to all health 
boards seeking urgent 
assurance that good 
governance 

arrangements in relation 
to procurement and 
recruitment are in place 
across Wales.” 

Mr Davies continued: 
“[Carwyn Jones] had to 
be pressed into saying he 
had confidence in the 
Health Board chair, and 
his lack of knowledge 
into its recruitment 
practices is deeply 
worrying. 

“This suggests the 
Welsh Government are 
not willing to take 
action, but staff and 
patients will not put up 
with this being swept 
under the carpet - 
especially when 
astronomical parking 
fines have been issued 
on health board sites. 

“It is quite clear a full 
and proper investigation 
is needed to get to the 
bottom of why a 
£150,000 contract was 
awarded without so 
much as an interview - 
and hold those 
responsible to account. 
Doing nothing will not 
wash.”

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Valerian is visually stunning and 
ambitious, but narratively leggy 


L UC BESSON has been one of 

cinema’s most exciting voices since 
breaking through in the late 1980s. 

Having flitted from directing intimate works 
with big budget spectacles, Besson may have a 
somewhat hit and miss strike rate, but his films are 
always indelibly his own. 

His latest film sees him tackle the comic book 
series Valerian and Laureline with Valerian and 
The City of a Thousand Planets. Starring Dane 
DeHaan and Cara Delevingne, who play the titular 
characters, when a unknown energy force threatens 
the Alpha (the titular city made up of a thousand 
ships) the pair must try and track down who and 
what is causing the mysterious force and stop them 
before it engulfs Alpha...

to The Fifth Element, his highly 
divisive sci-fi film that saw Bruce 
Willis play a future-set taxi driver and 
Gary Oldman with a haircut to end all 
haircuts. That film was cinematic 
Marmite and, 20 years later, you can 
imagine Valerian may well find itself 
in similar territory, a film that is both 
sublime yet also ridiculous. 

It is Besson at his most visually 
ambitious, but equally at his most 
narratively clunky; the plot is a thin 
one that doesn’t need a 137-minute 
running time that sometimes feels like 
Besson is overly-indulging in his love 
for these characters. 

Yet visually, the film is stunning, 
brightly coloured sets, clever gags on 
the way humanity (and alien life) has 
involved over the course of centuries 
and some highly satisfying set-pieces 
that come with Besson’s trademark 
visual elan. 

This is a director enjoying his 
subject matter and his ability to create 
endless new worlds and situations, and 
you can see how deeply his thought 
process has gone with some very 
interesting little touches that are 
gorgeously realised. 

He has a strong, if uneven, central pairing in 
Dane DeHaan and Cara Delevingne as the agents 
tasked with solving the mystery; they share a keen 


spark and satisfying chemistry, but 
Delevingne is the more impressive of 
the two. 

Given that Besson is renowned for 
his strong female characters, it’s not 
surprising that Laureline (despite her 
lack of an appearance in the title) is the 
dominant character, industrious, smart 
and not afraid to get involved in the 
fisticuffs, and Delevingne makes for an 
impressive turn. 

DeHaan isn’t by any means poor, but 
he feels a little less convincing as the 
suave, ice-cool Valerian and there are 
times when he doesn’t quite have the 
personality to carry the role. 

With pleasing turns from the likes of 
Clive Owen, Rihanna and Ethan Hawke 
bringing colour to the background, it’s a 
likeable enough affair, but the story is 
where the film’s main fault lies. 

After an overly long set-up to 
introduce the characters (prefaced by a 
zingy and witty telling of how Alpha 
came to be so gigantic), the actual plot 
is both overly simple and predictable, 
yet Besson wrings out nearly two 
hours devoted to the solving of the 
mystery. 

It’s overly long and the subplot of 
Valerian trying to convince Laureline of his 
affections and asking for her hand in marriage 
doesn’t land with enough conviction to truly

Poppy Weeping Window 
on show in Cardiff Bay 


A poppy sculpture entitled Weeping 
Window, by artist Paul Cummins and 
designer Tom Piper, is now open outside 
the Senedd in Cardiff, as part of the UK¬ 
wide tour of the poppies organised by 14- 
18 NOW, the UK’s arts programme for 
the First World War centenary. 

The Weeping Window sculpture, made up of 
thousands of ceramic poppies, will be on display 
until September 24. 

It forms part of Wales’ programme of events 
marking the centenary of the First World War, which 
takes place across the country. 

The Weeping Window exhibition will coincide 
with the centenary of the Battle of Passchendaele, 
which took the lives of many Welshmen, including 
Bardic poet Hedd Wyn. 

Weeping Window is one of two sculptures taken 
from the installation Blood Swept Lands and Seas of 
Red - poppies and original concept by artist Paul 
Cummins and installation designed by Tom Piper. 

The installation was originally at HM Tower of 
London in 2014, where 888,246 poppies were 


displayed, one for every British or Empire life lost at 
the Front during the First World War. 

The installation was by Paul Cummins Ceramics 
Limited, in conjunction with Historic Royal Palaces. 

Weeping Window is the cascade of poppies that 
was seen pouring out of a high window down to the 
grass below. 

For the first time, visitors will be able to view the 
sculpture from all sides, including behind, through 
the Senedd’s floor to ceiling windows. 

In addition, on Thursday evenings this month, the 
Senedd will be open until 8pm, for visitors to see the 
sculpture as the light changes, and the Senedd cafe 
will be open for longer to accommodate this. 

Since the tour of Wave and Weeping Window 
began, the sculptures have been seen by over 2.7 
million people. 

Following the presentation in Cardiff, Weeping 
Window will be at Ulster Museum in Belfast from 
October 14 to December 3. Wave will be on display 
at CWGC Plymouth Naval Memorial from August 23 
to November 19.

have come together with one voice 
to re-iterate the importance of the 
UK farming industry in terms of 
producing food of the highest 
quality alongside caring for and 
managing our treasured 
environment and landscape. 

“UK farming makes a 
significant contribution in terms 
of jobs and revenue to the UK 


economy, to ensure that our 
industry can capitalise on future 
opportunities and continue to 
grow we have set out a number of 
key issues that the UK 
Government must address to 
manage our transition out of the 
EU. 

“This includes maintaining 
unfettered access to EU markets, 
ensuring a fairer and more 
transparent UK supply chain and 
the importance of the UK 
Government working in 
partnership with the Welsh 
Government to jointly agree and 
establish policy and budgetary 
frameworks for UK farming.”

What price 
the 'circular 
economy’? 


W HAT do 
the EU, 

Government, Welsh 
Government, local 
authorities and 
global business 
(including Aviva) 
have in common? 

They are all signed up 
in various statements of 
intent to become carbon 
neutral and introduce a 
circular economy. 

On July 5, the Cabinet 
Secretary for 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths, 
spoke of her ambition 
for the Welsh public 
sector to be carbon 
neutral by 2030. 

This statement is 
worth reading; it says 
that the public sector has 
identified ways of 
reducing emissions by 
27 per cent, leading the 
way in UK recycling, 
reducing costs by 5 per 
cent and that - ''Wales is 
in the forefront of global 
action on climate 
change” and 
“introducing ground¬ 
breaking /egislation of 
the Wellbeing of Euture 
Generations Act”. 

The Welsh 
Government 
commissioned a report 
in 2013 from the Ellen 
Mac Arthur Foundation 
into the benefits of a 
circular economy for 
Wales. 

The report stated that 
put fully in place, there 
could be material cost 
savings of up to £2 
billion per annum and 


through extra economic 
activity, the creation of 
30,000 jobs. 

The latest investment 
in 2017 is £6.5 million 
and rising to £70 million 
over the next few years. 

Reading the 
statement, it might be 
construed that for all the 
rhetoric, our 
Government is 
outsourcing its waste, 
and its responsibility, to 
the private sector - by 
allowing incineration at 
various sites in Wales, 
including Barry - 
thereby not including the 
wider society in their 
high-flown aims of 
carbon neutrality, better 
air, job creation and a 
healthier future. 

But Government will 
tick environmental boxes 
at the expense of us all. 

The latest statement 
from NRW says only 
clean wood will be 
incinerated, but after 
many submissions. 
Biomass 2 admit in their 
latest version that mixed 
and contaminated wood 
will be burned if a 
licence is granted. 

Given the scant regard 
for the future 
generations of Wales 
shown by our leaders, it 
is no shock that a 
polluting incinerator has 
been sited just a few 
metres from the centre 
of Barry.

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No Coastal Communities 
funding for the Vale 


NO organisations or projects in the Vale 
of Glamorgan received money in the latest 
round of the Coastal Communities Fund, 
it has emerged. 

South Wales Central AM Andrew RT Davies 
visited Barry Community Water Activity Centre last 
week, where he met with Philip Walters and 
chairman Chris Basten. 

They raised concerns that they had not had an 
opportunity to secure funding from the scheme and 
Mr Davies submitted two written questions to 
cabinet secretary for communities and children, Carl 
Sargeant. 

Mr Davies asked when the next round of funding 
would become available, and how organisations 


could apply. He also asked how many groups in the 
Vale had benefitted from the scheme. 

The funding was introduced by the Welsh and UK 
Governments, but is administered by the Welsh 
Government and the Big Lottery Fund, which this 
week announced £4 million worth of grants for 
coastal communities across Wales. 

None of these was in the Vale. 

Mr Davies said: “It was great to visit Barry 
Community Water Activity Centre when concerns 
were raised regarding Coastal Communities 
Funding. I put some questions to the cabinet 
secretary, but I’m still waiting on a response, I was 
disappointed to hear the announcement that no 
organisations from the Vale were included.” 


‘Clean bill 

THE Vale Council has 
received further positive 
feedback from the Wales 
Audit Office (WAO) in its 
Annual Improvement 
Report on the authority 
for 2016/17. 

The report brings together the 
conclusions of several inspections 
carried out during the year and 
gives the council a clean bill of 
health across a number of aspects 
of its performance. 

The most recent report, which 
assessed how the council manages 
major service changes, concluded 


of health’ for council 


that the council “has a clear 
corporate framework for 
determining and delivering 
service changes and effective 
arrangements to support delivery.” 

It praised the council’s 
Reshaping Services programme, 
which it said enabled changes to 
be managed effectively, and 
pointed to effective working 
between cabinet and senior 
managers, recognising the range 
of staff engagement and training 
that is carried out. 

The Annual Improvement 
Report also gives an update on the 
WAO’s Corporate Assessment 
report, released in August 2016, 


which evaluated the authority’s 
capacity to deliver continuous 
improvement. That report 
concluded the Vale Council had “a 
clear vision of what it wants to 
achieve and is making positive 
changes which should ensure it is 
well placed to continue securing 
improvement”. 

Areas that were complimented 
included the clear vision of the 
council; effective leadership 
supporting the change agenda; and 
improving performance 

management arrangements. AS

PROPERTY MARKET ‘BOUNCING 
BACK SINCE GENERAL ELECTION’ 


ACTIVITY in the property market across the 
UK is rising steadily after a brief slowdown was 
reported in the run-up to the general election. 

New figures from NAEA Propertymark show estate 
agents are busier, with the average number of sales 
agreed per branch up from 10 in May to 11 in June. 
There was also a 10 per cent surge in the number of 
house hunters registered with each branch, up to 384 in 
June. 

The proportion of sales made to first-time buyers 
also increased, reaching 30 per cent in June. This is the 
highest it has been in any month since January and an 
indicator of the growing opportunities available to first¬ 
time buyers in the current market. 

Kevin Shaw, national sales director at property 
specialist Leaders, said: “The statistics and our own 
evidence suggest the market has bounced back since 
the general election and is now on a firm upward 
trajectory. 

“It is common for major political events - such as an 
election - to cause a downturn in activity as sellers and 
buyers wait for the outcome. But with any uncertainty 
now in the past, more people are on the lookout for 
their next home and more sales are being agreed and 
completed. 

“Of course, a busy June is no surprise as the summer 
months are exceptionally popular with home movers, 
but the fact the number of registered buyers was 16 per 
cent higher this June than in June 2016 underlines the 
fundamental strength of the market right now.” 

Recent figures from the Office for National Statistics 
revealed there was a 4.7 per cent increase in house 
prices across the UK in the year to May, as demand for 
property continues to outstrip supply.

A GROUP of people

Dementia Friendly 
status, and invited the 
group along to help put a 
plan of action together to 
achieve this. 

The group fed back 
that white walls were too 
clinical, and colour on

some walls would help 
give the hospice a more 
homely feel. They loved 
the decor in the hospice’s 
day therapy unit, and said 
the vibrant colours were 
stimulating. 

Discussions were also 
held around crockery for 
people living with 
dementia at meal times, 
signs around the hospice 
being visual as well as 
literal and flooring being 
less patterned in 
bathrooms. 


During the Q and A 
session, discussions were 
held around what would 
make someone living 
with dementia - and their 
carers - feel the hospice 
was safe and secure, and 
how they would want 
staff to discuss plans for 
future care. 

“It was important to us 
to work with this group 
in putting together our 
dementia friendly plan,” 
said Monica.

Last Friday evening at Bath, which is one of 
his favourite racecourses, his With Pleasure, with 
one of two four-year-olds in the Kingstone Press 
Wild Berry Chase Handicap Flat race over two 
miles and one furlong and worth £4,528 to the 
winner, got home by a head from the joint- 
favourite Tyrell with Innoko a further head away 
in third place. 

There were ten runners and With Pleasure, 
partnered by Daniel Muscutt, was returned at odds 
of 9-1. 

Flint, who trains on the flat and over-the-sticks, 
is a former point-to-point owner and trainer and he 
started out as a permit holder in 2003. He is 
assisted by his wife Marlene at their picturesque 
Cherry Tree Stables in the Bridgend area. Horses 
such as Fairalong, Sigwells Club Boy and Senna 
Da Silva kick-started his training career. 

I wonder how many of my readers know that 
many years ago, there used to be a racecourse in 
Bridgend? 

The earliest meeting took place in 1838 and the 
final meeting on a Wednesday in 1860.
